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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
amended claims to incorporate allowable feature indicated in the previous Office Action. 
Specifically, none of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests, among other things, the limitation 
"the counter is coupled to receive a first count value and a second count value to set an 
asymmetrical duty cycle; and a controller coupled to receive an output of the counter to generate 
a low frequency clock with an asymmetrical duty cycle" as required by claim 1 1 ; and the 
limitation "a controller to generate a second clock signal at the first frequency with a second duty 
cycle formed by a first transition and a second transition, the second transition initiated when a 
value of the counter is at a predetermined value" as required by claim 20.
